“In this co un try we have been tho ug htless abo ut fire. Our 
heritag e o f wo o d co n structio n may have caused us to take fire 
as a m atter o f co urse, rather expectin g a certain amo un t o f it 
an d be willin g to take chan ces. We will always have fires be­ 
cause we have the two thin g s that cause fire: co mbustible m a­ 
terials an d peo ple. The m aterials furn ish the fuel an d peo ple 
make the erro rs that to uch o ff the fires. 


"The architect can do thin g s in desig n that will make fires 
less dan g ero us, but he can do very little abo ut the peo ple who 
will co n tin ue to do fo o lish thin g s. W hat he can do , amo n g o ther 
thin g s, is to so desig n a buildin g that when fire do es co me the 
o ccupan ts will n o t be killed by the lethal g ases befo re they can 
escape. . . .** 


Thus did Jo hn C. Tho rn to n , A. I. A., sum up the pro blem 
o f fire safe buildin g when he spo ke recen tly at the 8 8 th Co n ­ 
ven tio n o f the American In stitute o f Architects in Lo s An g eles. 
Mr. Tho rn to n is chairman o f the AIA Co mmittee o n Human 
Safety. 


Mr. Tho rn to n po in ted o ut in his talk that several o rg an iza­ 
tio n s are do in g their best to impro ve chan ces fo r a lo n g er life. 
Amo n g them are the Natio n al Safety Co un cil, the Natio n al Fire 
Pro tectio n Asso ciatio n , the Natio n al Bo ard o f Fire Un derwriters, 
the In tern atio n al Asso ciatio n o f Fire Chiefs. 


The American In stitute o f Architects has jo in ed in this 
wo rk, he said, but the difficulty is that the public has been 
asleep so lo n g that it is difficult to wake up to the fact that 
so methin g can be do n e abo ut it. 


“We (architects) are tryin g ,” Mr. Tho rn to n said, “to chan g e 
the misco n ceptio n that man y peo ple have that a firepro o f build­ 
in g is a firesafe buildin g .” He o bserved that ‘firepro o f ’do es n o t 
mean ‘firesafe.’ 


They are en tirely differen t terms, Mr. Tho rn to n explain ed- 
‘Firepro o f mean s that the buildin g structure will withstan d a 
fire fo r a certain perio d o f time. It do es n o t take in to co n sider­ 
atio n the co n ten ts, which usually co n sists o f hig hly flammable 
fuel. A larg e steam bo iler is ‘firepro o f but we scarcely co n ­ 
sider it safe fo r o ccupan cy when burn in g fuel is presen t. 


“ It is the same thin g with the firepro o f buildin g when its 
co n ten ts are burn in g ." Mr. Tho rn to n said. 


Mr. Tho rn to n disclo sed that the pro fessio n 
study o f ven tin g in the desig n o f buildin g s. 
is makin g a 


“Auto matic ven ts,” he said, “are available an d are bein g 
in stalled in man y facto ry buildin g s as the result o f a g reat fire 
in an auto mo tive plan t.” 


“We believe,” he declared, “that they sho uld be co n sidered 
at the desig n stag e in every buildin g , especially where peo ple 
sleep o r a larg e n umber o f pen o le co n g reg ate. The pro blem is 
fairly easy In sin g le sto ry buildin g s. In m ulti-sto ry structures 
it is much mo re difficult an d will require all the architect’s 
in g en uity to so lve 
We kn o w that it will be so lved an d that In 
a few years it will be co mmo n practice.” 


In co n clusio n Mr. Tho rn to n said: 


“The place to study fire safety is o n the architect's drawin g 
bo ard, n o t after the buildin g is co mpleted. The prin ciples o f the 
actio n o f fire, an d its fast g ro win g children the g ases o f co mbus­ 
tio n , have n o t chan g ed. We also kn o w ho w human bein g s usually 
act in pan ic. The tro uble is that everyo n e has ig n o red these 
prin ciples. 
Co des, which are usually min imum requiremen ts, 
can n o t co ver every kin d o f desig n adequately. It o ften takes a 
majo r catastro phe to brin g abo ut a deman d that co des be 
chan g ed. The architect must thin k beyo n d the co des as he 
desig n s, fo resee what will happen in case o f fire in the buildin g 
he is creatin g an d ho w the o ccupan ts will act. 
In this way he 
can do mo re to pro tect the lives o f human bein g s in case o f fire 
than an y o ther perso n because he is at the seat o f the fire first, 
befo re the fire o ccurs, while the buildin g is bein g created o n 
paper.”

A new light is dawning on the 
hitherto bleak horizon of alcohol­ 
ism, according to Dr. Marvin A. 
Block, chairman of the Commit­ 
tee on Alcoholism of the Ameri­ 
can Medical Association’s Coun­ 
cil on Mental Health. Use of the 
new tranquilizing drugs, he writes 
in the AMA Journal, has “all but 
revolutionized” medical treatm ent 
of acute alcoholism. 
These 
tranquilizers, 
he 
say b, 
“have proved of immense value 
in treating the acutely intoxicated 
patient. The patient not only is 
given a sense of comfort that en­ 
ables him to sleep but is also re­ 
lieved of his nausea and is able 
to eat much earlier than hereto­ 
fore.” 
More specifically, he described 
one of these drugs, meprobamate 
(popularly known as Miltown), as 
having a “decidedly tranquilizing 
effect . . . reducing the tension 
and allaying some of the anxieties 
so common in the alcoholic.. 
Dr. Block believes that barbitur­ 
ates, which have been commonly 
used in the treatm ent of alcohol­ 
ism, “are neither necessary nor 
desirable”, and says that their 
habituating properties “will often 
lead 
the addictive alcoholic 
to 
switch to barbiturates from his 
alcohol for relief . . 
“Many physicians treating alco­ 
holics,” he says, “use these tran­ 
quilizing drugs to the exclusion 
of all other sedation and have ob­ 
tained good results with this type 
delirium tremens and extreme hy- 
delirium tremens and extreme ty- 
peractivity, these drugs have been 
used very effectively, although 
larger doses may be necessary.” 
In his article (Vol. 162, No. 18 
of the AMA Journal), Dr. Block 
gives the dosage for meprobamate 
and while he warns against possi­ 
ble side effects from tranquiliz­ 
ing drugs in general, he observes 
that "so far there have been no 
great untoward reactions report­ 
ed in the use of meprobamate...” 
This article is the first of a 
series of four which will consti­ 
tute an AMA drive to assure al­ 
coholics “the proper medical care 
and consideration they so urgent­ 
ly need”. In a preliminary state­ 
ment, Dr. Block’s Committee de­ 
plores the fact that much recently 
developed information on the sub­ 
ject “has not had wide circula­ 
tion”. And certainly every physi­ 
cian who has been face to face 
with the tragedy of alcoholism— 
the 
suffering, 
deprivation 
and 
mental anguish it brings upon the 
patient’s family as well as him­ 
self—will equally deplore this re­ 
ticence. 
And he will welcome 
new-found knowledge that ena­ 
bles him to give to alcoholics “the 
necessary attention and treatm ent 
that could and should be given 
them ”. 


The “ housepower” problem is a 
big one. It is estimated that more 
than 20.000.000 home? need moder­ 
nization of wiring.

Woes To 
Hypocrites 


By Clint H. Denman 


Our lesson Scripture tells about 
Jesus condemning the scribes and 
Pharisees 
1c 
their 
hypocrisy. 
These scribes and Pharisees were 
among the church leaders of that 
time and should have been inno­ 
cent of such sinfulness. Jesus had 
observed that they were guilty r id 
he severely criticized the . 
Let us consider some of t h e 
ways in which Jesus found these 
leaders failing to please God and 
also consider whether ou* present 
day has people whom Jesus would 
criticize as being hypocrites. 
Jesus accused the scribes and 
Pharisees «s shutting up the King­ 
dom of God so that neither 
they 
nor others could enter it. 
This criticism can be directed at 
those people who substitute denom­ 
inational rules or Christian 
doc­ 
trine and at those who 
believe 
church dignitaries should be mas­ 
ters instead of being servants. Such 
hypocrisy still prevails. 
Then, said Jesus, there are those 
hypocrites who “devour 
widows’ 
houses.” Now Jesus did not mean 
that the scribes and Pharisees were 
literally eating 
the 
homes 
of 
widows. What Jesus meant was 
that it was hypocrisy for anybody, 
especially church people, to pre­ 
tend friendship for other people by 
getting them under obligations and 
then forcing payment of such obli­ 
gations. Many folks are still guilty 
of using pretended helpfulness for 
personal gain, and many people, 
including widows, have lost their 
homes and other pos ssions be­ 
cause of such hypocritical friend­ 
ship. Jesus says such hypocrisy 
has ’‘the 
greater 
damnation”. 
Strong words these. 
Jesus also lists as a hypocrite 
the church leader who tries to con­ 
vert the sinner or non-cuurch mem­ 
ber to his church instead of to the 
Kingdom of God. Jesus does not 
condemn missionary activity. He 
commands it. But Jesus does con­ 
demn the missionary who substi­ 
tutes church membership f o r 
Christianity. 
Jesus, also, in our lesson Scrip­ 
ture tells how people can be hyp­ 
ocritical in tithing. He accused the 
scribes and Pharisees of being hy­ 
pocrites because they tithed their 
material substance and refused to 
tithe their time, their sympathy 
and their love. Tithing must 
be 
complete, according to Jesus, if it 
is to be used as a recommendation 
for right living. 
Jesus also criticized the scribes 
and Pharisees for the religious im- 


f wants us to be as clean physically 
as practical sanitation 
requires. 
But tc^ substitute clean hands for 
clean souls is sinful, according to 
the Sinless One. Pilate tried 
to 
eliminate his guilt at the trial of 
Jesus by washing his hands. But 
he didn't do it, and, with others, 
he was guilty erf sending Jesus to 
the cross. 
Similar hypocrites of today are 
those people who are 
mentally 
cruel, people who are just without 
mercy, honest without honor and 
likable without love. Such hypo­ 
crites are offensive to both God 
and man. 
Another kind of hypocrisy which 
Jesus found in the scribes and 
Pharisees and condemned was the 
wrong emphasis placed on honor­ 
ing the dead. These church leaders 
taught that anyone 
who walked 
across a grave was unfit to enter 
the Temple. Now Jesus and com­ 
mon decency approve proper re­ 
spect for the places where our dead 
are buried. But Jesus would have 
us know that the best way in which 
to honor our dead is to live blame­ 
less lives, the kind of lives Jesus 
approves and, the kind that will 
cause us to be kindly remembered 
when we are in our graves. 
In our lesson Scripture Matthew 
not only mentions the 
criticisms 
Jesus leveled at the hypocrisy of 
his day, but he also tells how Jesus 
grieved because of the results of 
that hypocrisy. It is the record erf 
Jesus weeping over 
Jerusalem. 
Doubtless Jesus foresaw the de­ 
struction of the beautiful Temple 
and much of the city, followed by 
the dispersion of the Jewish peo­ 
p le -a ll due to the hypocrisy, the 
sinfulness of their religious lead­ 
ers. 
The subjugation of Jerusalem by 
Titus in A.D. 70 is not the only 
time God has punished people for 
their hypocrisy. He has done so 
many times, even in our day. He 
will continue to do so as long as 
¡hypocrites live to offend him.

These ideas are about as fixed 
aa the tradition about the F eb ru ­ 
ary price break in com m odities. 
To take them in reverse order, 
com m odity prices were low er lh 
F ebruary than in January but for j 
moat of them there was nothing ; 
that could be called a break and 
as a whole the price m ovem ents I 
tended to be sidewise. In general | 
the decline in commodity prices j 
so far in M arch has been sh arp er i 
than in the traditional m onth. A 
feeling th at wholesale prices m ay 
drift 
even 
lower 
is 
gaining 
ground. 
Labor Day did see the sta rt of 
a revival of industrial activity— 
largely 
because the steel 
m ills 
w ere getting back into full stride 
afte r the sum m er strike— and it 
did send m any factory p u rc h a sin g , 
agents to building up inventories. 
| 
C onsum ers did purchase m ore J 
things than a year ago. but the | 
rise in retail sales was far from I 
startling 
and 
for some seem ed i 
disappointing. 
As for productivity—the am ount 
of goods turned out per m an-hour ; 
of labor — com plaints that gains 
w ere slighter than usual are be­ 
in f heard on all sides. 
Now they have the spring pick 
up out w arm ing up in the bull- 
pen. A uto m akers say this will 
bring a jum p in new car sales. 
a paring of dealer inventories and 
the retu rn of some laid-off w ork­ 
er*. They said the sam e thing 
this tune last year, but for the 
auto m akers spring never really 
arrived. 


“In this country we have been thoughtless about fire. O ur 
heritage of wood construction m ay have caused us to take fire 
as a m atter of course, rath er expecting a certain am ount of it 
and be willing to take chances. We will alw ays have fires be­ 
cause we have th e two things th at cause fire: com bustible m a­ 
terials and people. The m aterials furnish the fuel and people 
m ake the errors th a t touch off the fires. 


‘‘The architect can do things in design th a t w ill m ake fires 
less dangerous, but he can do very little about the people who 
will continue to do foolish things. W hat he can do, am ong other 
things, is to so design a building th a t w hen fire does come the 
occupants will not be killed by the lethal gases before they can 
escape. . . .” 


Thus did John C. Thornton, A. I. A., sum up the problem 
of fire safe building w hen he spoke recently at the 88th Con­ 
vention of the A m erican Institute of A rchitects in Los Angeles. 
M r. Thornton la chairm an of the AIA Com m ittee on Human 
Safety. 


Mr. Thornton pointed out in his talk th at several organiza­ 
tions are doing th eir best to im prove chances for a longer life. 
Among them are the National Safety Council, the National Fire 
Protection Association, the National Board of F ire U nderw riters, 
the International Association of Fire Chiefs. 


The A m erican Institute of A rchitects has joined in this 
w ork, he said, but the difficulty is that the public has been 
asleep so long th at it is difficult to w ake up to the fact that 
something can be done about it. 


“We (architects) are trying.” Mr. T hornton said, “to change 
the misconception th at m any people have th at a fireproof build­ 
ing is a firesafe building.” He observed that ‘fireproof ’does not 
m ean ‘firesafe.* 


They are entirely different term s, Mr. T hornton explained. 
‘Fireproof* m eans th at the building structure will w ithstand a 
fire for a certain period of tim e. It does not take into consider­ 
ation the contents, w hich usually consists of highly flam m able 
fuel. A large steam boiler is 'fireproof* but we scarcely con­ 
sider it safe for occupancy w hen burning fuel is present. 


“ It is the sam e thing w ith the fireproof building when its 
contents are burning.” Mr. Thornton said. 


Mr. T hornton disclosed th at the profession is making a 
study of venting in the design of buildings. 


“Autom atic vents,” he said, “are available and are being 
installed in m any factory buildings as the result of a great fire 
in an autom otive plant.” 


“We believe.” he declared, “th a t they should be considered 
at the design stage in every building, especially w here people 
sleep or a large num ber of peoole congregate. The problem is 
fairly easy In single story buildings. In m ulti-story structures 
it is much m ore difficult and will require all the architect’s 
ingenuity to solve 
We know th at It will be solved and that In 
a few years It w ill be common practice ” 


In conclusion Mr. Thornton laid: 


“The place to study fire safety is on the architect's draw ing 
board, not after the building Is com pleted. The principles of the 
action of fire, and ita fast growing children the gases of combus­ 
tion. have not changed. We also know how' hum an beings usually 
act in panic 
The trouble is th at everyone has ignored these 
principles. 
Codes, which are usually m inim um requirem ents, 
cannot cover every kind of design adequately. It often takes * 
m ajor catastrophe to bring about a dem and that codes be 
changed. The architect m ust think beyond the codes as he 
designs, foresee w hat will happen in case of fire in the building 
he is creating and how the occupants w ill act. 
In this way he 
can do more to protect the lives of hum an beings in case of fire 
than any other person because he is at the seat of the fire first, 
before the fire occurs, while the building is being created on 
paper.”

Cost studies in the new spaper in­ 
dustry reveal total income in 1955 
over 1953 has risen from 224 83 to 
289 99. while costs have risen from 
228 30 to 302.35. 
In short, expenses were increas­ 
ing faster than income. 
One of two things is indicated: 
Newspapers must speed up the rise 
of income; or, still fewer newspa­ 
pers, with those remaining cutting 
back in size to the tight, closely- 
edited papers of England —Mexico 
Ledger.

Woes To 
Hypocrites 


By C’Unt H. Denm an 


Our lesson Scripture tells about 
Jesus condemning the scribes and 
Pharisees 
fc. 
their 
hypocrisy. 
These scribes and Pharisees were 
among the church leaders of that 
tithe and should have been inno­ 
cent of such sinfulness. Jesus had 
observed that they w ere guilty r id 
he severely criticized the 
. 
Let us consider some of t h e 
ways in which Jesus found these 
leaders failing to please God and 
also consider w hether otu present 
day has people whom Jesus would 
criticize as being hypocrites. 
Jesus accused the scribes and 
Pharisees . s shutting up the King­ 
dom of God so that neither 
they 
nor others could enter it. 
This criticism can be directed at 
those people who substitute denom­ 
inational rules or Christian 
doc­ 
trine and at those who 
believe 
church dignitaries should be m as­ 
ters instead of being servants. Such 
hypocrisy still prevails. 
Then, said Jesus, there are those 
hypocrites who “ devour 
widows’ 
houses.” Now Jesus did not m ean 
that the scribes and Pharisees were 
literally eating 
the 
homes 
of 
widows. What Jesus m eant was 
that it was hypocrisy for anybody, 
especially church people, to pre­ 
tend friendship for other people by 
getting them under obligations and 
then forcing paym ent of such obli­ 
gations. Many folks are still guilty 
of using pretended helpfulness for 
personal gain, and m any people, 
including widows, have lost their 
homes and other pos 
ssions be­ 
cause of such hypocritical friend­ 
ship. Jesus says such hypocrisy 
has ’‘the 
greater 
dam nation’*. 
Strong words these. 
Jesus also lists as a hypocrite 
the church leader who tries to con­ 
vert the sinner or non-cuurch m em ­ 
ber to his church instead of to the 
Kingdom of God. Jesus does not 
condemn m issionary activity. He 
commando it. But Jesus does con­ 
dem n the m issionary who substi­ 
tutes church m em bership f o r 
Christianity. 
Jesus, also, in our lesson Scrip­ 
ture tells how people can be hyp. 
ocritical in tithing. He accused the 
scribes and Pharisees of being hy­ 
pocrites because they tithed their 
m aterial substance and refused to 
tithe their tim e, their sym pathy 
and their love. Tithing m ust 
be 
complete, according to Jesus, if it 
is to be used as a recom m endation 
for right living. 
Jesus also criticized the scribes 
and Pharisees for the religious im- 


T wants us to be as clean physically 
as practical sanitation 
requires. 
But t<^ substitute clean hands for 
clean souls is sinful, according to 
the Sinless One. Pilate tried 
to 
elim inate his guilt at the trial of 
Jesus by washing his hands. But 
he didn’t do it, and, with others, 
he w as guilty of sending Jesus to 
the cross. 
Sim ilar hypocrites of today 
are 
those people who are 
m entally 
cruel, people who are just without 
m ercy, honest without honor and 
likable without love. Such hypo­ 
crites are offensive to both God 
and m an. 
Another kind of hypocrisy which 
Jesus found in the scribes and 
Pharisees and condemned was the 
wrong em phasis placed on honor­ 
ing the dead. These church leaders 
taught that anyone 
who 
walked 
across a grave was unfit to enter 
the Tem ple. Now Jesus and com­ 
mon decency approve proper re­ 
spect for the places where our dead 
are buried. But Jesus would have 
us know that the best way in which 
to honor our dead is to live blame- 
jless lives, the kind of lives Jesus 
approves an d the kind th at will 
cause us to be kindly rem em bered 
when we are in our graves. 
In our lesson Scripture M atthew 
not only mentions the 
criticism s 
Jesus leveled at the hypocrisy of 
his day, but he also tells how Jesus 
grieved because of the results of 
that hypocrisy. It is the record of 
Jesus weeping over 
Jerusalem . 
Doubtless Jesus foresaw the de­ 
struction of the beautiful Tem ple 
and m uch of the city, followed by 
the dispersion of the Jewish peo­ 
ple—all due to the hypocrisy, the 
sinfulness of their religious lead­ 
ers. 
The subjugation of Jerusalem by 
Titus in A D. 70 is not the only 
tim e God has punished people for 
their hypocrisy. He has done so 
m any tim es, even in our day. He 
will continue to do so as long as 
hypocrites live to offend him.
